The Shipping Federation Confident of 
Winning the Fight. 


% HAVELOCK WILSON TRYING TO 
AWAKEN CARDIFF'S SYMPATHY. 


Demands Made There on Vessel Owners 
Which Will Probably Be Refused— 
The Great Liverpool Dock Strike 
Will be Duplicated—Settliement of the 
Trouble inthe White City Complete. 


Lorpowr, England, April 11.—The situation 
in Hull is quite gloomy forthe strikers, and 
to judge from present indications the Ship- 
ping Federation will win in its struggle to 
employ such men, union or non-union, as its 
members please. Four hundred additional 
non-union men arrived in Hull to-day totake 
the place of unionists who quit work. They 
were at once placed at work. 

There are now altogether 2,0% non-union- 
ists at work on the docks, andit is thought 
no assaults will be make on them as they are 
protected by policemen. 

As the strikers see their chances of win- 
ning daily becoming less they evince a de- 
cidedly ugly feeling, but with the precau- 
tions already taken further riotous demon- 
strations about the wharves are not appre- 
hended. The members of the Shipping 
Federation express themselves as confident 
of beating the strikers. 

The riotous acts of the latter have done 
much to destroy popular sympathy with 
them. The authorities are vigilant, and any 
further attempt at rioting will be promptly 
suppressed by the police and military. 

Joseph Havelock Wilson, President of the 
Sallors’ and Firemen’s Union, is taking an 
active part in advancing the interest or the 
striking dock laborers at Hull. Mr. Willson 
arrived at Cardif? to-day with the object of 
enlisting the dock laborers and the Cardiff 
branch of the Sailors’ and Firemen's Union 


in support ot the Hull strikers. With his 

at influence in labor circles there is 
scarcely a doubt that he will obtain material 
aid not only in Cardiff, but in other ports 
which he intends to visit. 

There is every ingication thatthe shipping 
trade of Cardiff is ut to become involved 
in a struggle with the Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union. The members of the union have de- 
manded an increase in their wages, the in- 
crease to begin to-day, and — threaten to 
Diock the sailing of every vessel the owners 
of which do not comply with their demands. 
It is not thought that the owners will concede 
the advance asked for, but that they will try 
to éffect a compromise. 

At Hull this afternoon there are signs that 
the strikers are beginning to get discouraged. 
Several dozens of the strikers have oe 
for work and their applications have en

Resolved, That an authorized representative or 
delegate of each of said trades shall be furnishea 
witha pass entitling him to free admission to the 
grounds, ant shall dave the right to confer with the 
workmen oT his trade at all times, provided such 
conference shail not materially interfere with or re- 
tard the work . 

Resolved, further, That the concessions made in 
and by the foregoing resolutions are so made with 
the distinct undergtanding that they shall be se- 
cepted by said Executive Committee asa full settie- 
ment and solution of the present controversy, that 
the men who have gone on a etrike shall return to 
work at once, and thatthe provisions and stipula- 
tions of said resolutions shall continue tn force 
and be operative during the whole period of the Ex-

MANUEL GONZALES DEAD. 


A Picturesque Figure in Mexican Na 
tional lifs. 
City oF Mxrxico, April 11.—Ex-President 
Manuel Gonzales died atéo’clock yesterday 
afternoon. The family, President Diaz and 
other friends were present at his bedside. 
He told hie friends to obey and honor Dias. 
One of the most interesting figures in mod- 
ern Mexican history has been removed by 
the death of Gen. Gonzales. Asa citizen and 


soldier, commander ofthe army, a leader in 
revolution, Minister of Wer and President 
and in the political exile of his closing years 
he always excited the interest of his coun- 


trymen. 

"Gen. Gonzales was born near Matamoras 
in 1820 and joined the army at the age of 19. 
At the age of 80 he was one of the leaders in 
the civil wars of Mexico and was found ugnt - 
ing with the reactionary party under the 
Guerilla Chief Cobos. 

In 1861 Gen. Gonzales offered his sword ta 
‘the Liberal leader Juarez, when the allied 
armies of France,England and Spain invaded 
Mexico. He attended the President of the 
Republic in his flight from the capital, after 
which he made a countermarch to the moun.- 
tain of Hidalgo, where he remained until 
1865, making frequent incursions upon the 
enemy. 

Toward the end of 1865 he made a success- 
fal march through the rorces of the enemy 
and joined Gen. Escobedo. For gallant ser- 
vice he was promoted Colonel in 1866 and 
Brigadier-General in 1867, in which year he 
— the capital with a victorious com- 
mand. 

Gonzales served through the memorable 
defense of Puebla, and it was in the cam- 
paign of which this engagement was part 
that he first met Diaz, and a friendship was 
formed that never wavered. Gonzales lost 
an arm at Puebla. 

In the revolution of 1872 Gonzales joined 
Diaz. After varving fortunes the force of 
Gonzales turned the battle of Lomas, which 
virtually decided the overthrow of Lerdes, 
Government. A few days iater Don Diaz 
entered the Mex! can capital in triumph and 
established a provisional government, ap- 
pointing Gonzales Ministerof War. In June, 
1880, he resigned the portfolio of war, to be- 
come candidate for President. He received 
a handsome majority over the various 
candidates and assumed the functions 
of the office in December, 1880. 
During Gonzales term. as president 
he decreed high import duties on foreign 
manufactures, doubledthe stamp duty and 
debased the currency by the issue of a great 
quantity of nickel coins. With these acts to 
his discredit he did much to win popularity 
by grants of valuable franchises, by the en- 
couragement of immigration and by the 
bringing to Mexico great quantities of for- 
eign capital for the development of the nat- 
ural resources of the country. 
® His financial vagaries resulted in a depleted 
treasury and a great disturbance of Mexican 
credit. The result was that in 1884 he was 
compelledto resign the government, Gen. 
Diaz being elected to succeed him. To the 
credit of the administration of Gonzales it 
will be remembered that he settled frontier 
troubles, which had been a source of annoy- 
ance to his Government forsixty years and 
negotiated important commercial treaties 
with various countries in Europe. 

At the end of his presidential term he was 
unanimously elected Governor of the State 
of Guanajuato. In the following year a 
resolution was presented in Congress charg- 
ing him with the misappropriation of public 
funds during his presidency. It was referred 
tothe Grand-jury, but was never pressed. 
Since 1887 Gonzales has not been prominent 
in Mexican public life. 


THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


Arrangements Made for the Shortest 
Possible Stay in Chicago. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The arrangements 
for the trip of President Cleveland to Chicago 
to take part in the exercises attending the 
opening of the Columbian Exposition, May 1. 
will be completed in a day or two. 80 far 
as the arrangements now extend, they pro- 
vide for a quick trip ona special train over 
the Pennsylvania route. 

The day and hour of departure from Wash- 
ington and from Chicago have not been def - 
nitely determined, butin order to suit Mr. 
Clevelana’s wishes it is probable that the 
train will leave Washington on the morning 
of April 30and start on its homeward trip 
from Chicago the gow | of N 1. The 
train was tendered by the World’s Fair Com- 
mittee on Reception and it will be elegantly 
fitted up for the distinguished party. 

All the members of the Cabinet have ex- 
pressed a desire to accompany the President, 
andthey will probably carry out the inten- 
tion. Mrs. Oleveland wili not, as already 
stated, attend the opening ceremonies. It is 
expected, however, that several of the 
Cabinet ladies will accompany the presi- 
dential party to Chicago. 


LANDSCAPES AND LACES. 
CHICAGO, III., April 11.—The World's Fair 
officials to-day increased the landscape force 
to almost 2,000 men. These men are working 
a wonderful transformation. The great 
gang is commeneing upatthe north end of 
the grounds, where the State and foreign 


ae stand nearly all complete. 

All debris ts hauled to the open stretch of 
ground, some sixty acres in extent, at the 
south end of the Exposition. Here it is 
burned. An odd sight greeted visitors at the 
Woman’s Bullding to-day. Onentering the 
door could be seen a pile of pecullar-looking 
boxes and cases with a heavy-set, broad- 
shouldered man walking around them. An 
inspection of the boxes anda reading of the 
red seals revealed the fact that they con- 
tained the laces sent here by Queen 
Margherita of Italy in an Italian war-ship 
and brought to this city under martial es- 
cort with an officer to keep continuous watch 
upon the precious fabrics. 

Quite a crowd had assembled around the 
boxes when a carriage pulled up to the great 
door and a handsome ~~ 4 was helped out 
andatonce entered the, building. Making 
ber way tothe boxes, she spoke some words 
in italian to the officer who guarded them. 
This lady was Countess Di Brazza, who 
was sent here by the Queen of Itaiy 
to give her supervision to the 1 
ofthe priceless laces. After assuring berse 
that everything was right, and with @ part - 
ing admonition to the ‘sturdy watcher, the 
Countess ran nimbly up-stairs to the Board 
of Lady Managers, but found none of them on 
hand, and returning to der carriage she 
Grove away fora survey of the grounds. 

Before leaving tue Countess saidin reply 
to an inquiry why the laces were so zealously 

rded: That exhibit is of priceless value 

o the Italian crown, The Tos contain 
weaves from every lace factory in Italy and 
all of itis the handiwork of women. Our 
lace products are most beautiful. Our Queen 
has sent an exhibitof the crown laces and 
we will show the women of the world what 
Italian women can do.“

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FOUL PLAY. 


Evidence of a Brutal Crime Found 
in a Shanty Boat. 


A Bloody Club and Stained Walls Tell 
of a Struggle for Life. 


CAPT. M’CLUSKEY SAW A BODY FLOAT- 
ING DOWN THE RIVER. 


Footprints in the Sand Leading to the 
River Suggest the Disposition Made 
of the Body, Which the Authorities 
Cannot Find— Bast Side Police Inves- 


tigating. 


Evidences of a very brutal and mysterious 
murder were found last Sunaay morning near 
the river bank at Venice, III., and it is prob- 
able that the murderers and the victim will 
be found to be St. Louisan“. 

It was 9 o’clock, or probably an hour or so 
later, on Sunday morning, when some fisher- 
men came across a bludgeon about three feet 
in length and three inches thick lying on the 
dGoor-sill of a shanty boat situated on the 
Venice side, about 300 yards from the Venice 
elevator and about 200 yards from 
the river’s edge. Blood that had 
the appearance of being but 
recently drawn, asmall bunch of gray and 
auburn hair, the gray predominating, and 
what presented the appearance of a portion 
of a human brain adhered to the club, about 
a foot from its end, The floor of the shanty- 
boat was covered with blood and 
alarge quantity was found near the door. 


The walls of the boat In some places tothe 
height of six feet were spotted with blood 
anu, in fact, the room ofthe boat bore evi- 
—— ofa horrible struggle and a brutal 
crime. 


SUSPICIOUS FOOTPRINTS. 

This discovery was reported to Constable 
John Hurt of Venice, III., and he 
and his partner, Charles Fair, immedi- 
ately started for the scene. They 
found in addition to the bloody club the only 
clews the authorities now have in their pos- 
session. Falling to find a dead body secreted 
about the shanty-boat they went out 
upon the sandy bank, and found 
the footmarks of two men. The footmarks 
were deeply impressed in the damp sand, 
and this fact suggested at once that 
either the two men were rather heavily 
built or bad carried a heavy load. The foot 
prints began at the door of the shanty-boat 
and each step was traced distinctly tothe 
river bank. One of the footmarks was that 
made in all probability by a heavy-pair 
of brogan shoes. This foot-print was 9 
inches long and 4% inches in width. The 
other shoe rint was undoubtedly 
made by an individual who wore rubber 
boots or a pair of rubbers, as there were in- 
dentations such as would be made 
by the peculiar form of the rub- 
ber sole in the sand. This 
foot - print was seven inches long 
and about three inches broad. The river at 
the point where the footprints ended was on 
Sunday morning and Saturday night fully ten 
feet deep, and a swift and whirling eddy be- 


nat t. 

The two officers immediately came to the 
conclusion thatif there had been anybody 
murdered in the shantyboat, the two men, 
probably the murderers or their companions, 
carried the body to the river bank and hurled 
it into this eddy. 

A BLOOD STAINED HANDKERCHIEF. 

Immediately north of the shanty boat 
where the crime is supposed to have been 
committed—aboat twenty-five yards 
north—there is Aa similar struc- 
ture located about 200 yards 
from the river’s edge. This shanty had until 
two weeks since been occupied by a white 
manand his wife named Lawrence. In a 
wash boller, which stood just outside the door 
of this shanty, were founda pair of overalls 
only slightly worn, a calico or chevi ot check 
shirt, a white undershirt of winter goods and 
a man’s white handkerchief, The 
handkerchief alone bore any con- 
nection with the occurrence in the 
other shanty. It was found concealed be- 
neath the other clothing, and was pretty 
well smeared with ood, presenting the ap- 
pearance of having been used as a towel to 
wipe blood off someone’s hands, Aside 
from the footmarks in the sand, the gray 
hair and the blood-stained handkerchief no 
other evidence was found, although a thor- 
—- search was made of the entire locality. 

The flatboat where the club and blood 
stains were found and where the crime was 
evidently committed is known as the ren: 
dezvous of a gang of St. Louis toughs 
or the very worst description. They 
madea practice of assembling in this de- 
serted flatboat, and whenever they had 
money would in crap games 
and beer, commodity 
always being transported in kegs 
from this side. The; Venice officers have 
often driven this crowd away, but have been 
unable to capture any of them because they 

roads of escape. The 

boat care- 

fully of late, not seen 
any of the st. Louis gang there since late last 
fall. The suppositionis, however, that the 
return of the clement weather brought 
the gang back again, and that the 
murdered man was killed and robbed of his 
money or that some of the North St. Louis 
gang decoyed some man known to have 
money tothis place and then murdered and 
robbed'!him. The motive for the crime,if any 
has been committed, was probably robbery. 

The scene of the supposed murder isa 
most desolate one, even in the bright 
sunshine. The flat doat settlements 
have deen nicknamed Oklahoma, de- 
cause its inhabitants are _ squatters, 
but this is only a modern appelation. The 
most ancient name of the par. 
ticular quarter where the evidence 
ot crime was found is Bloody Island, 
On the north of the Venice Elevator there 
are several government fences built out into 
the channel of the river. Two of these fences 
are situated immediately north of 
the location of the shantyboat and 
form a regular mill race eddy at that point, 
into which, if a were thrown, 
it would scarcely be released for some 
time, 80 reat the suction. It 
ig supposed that there is a body in the eddy 
at this point, but the Venice officials would 
not appro riate the necessary funds to have 
the river dragged. Itis more than probable, 
however,that the work of dragging the river 
will be begun to-morrow, as Constable Hurt 
declared to a Post- DISPATCH reporter to-day 
that he intended to do the work 
himself withafishing seine. He feels confi 
Gent that if the river is dragged the body will 
be found. 

MAY SE LOEWE. 

A Post-DIsPaTCH representative visited 
the locality of the supposed murder this 
morning, but coul find no one 
among those who reside nearest the 
blood-stained flatboat, who had heard any 
noise or cries issuing from the spot, or who 
had seen any strangers or suspicious charac- 
ters about the place. , 

Inquiry was made at the Fourth District 
Police station to-day relative to any man 
reported missing from that locality, but not 
one was found on the books up to noon.

Why an Increased Price is Demanded the 
Coming Fall. 

A great deal of adverse criticism was meas- 
ured out to the Missouri! Eléctric Light Co.

day’s meeting ofthe Executive Committee 
of the Autumnal Festivities Association. 


Mr. J. C. Wilkinson of the Illumination 
Committee was represented as saying that the 
companies which furnished the electric light 
last year would charge $10,000 more for the 
same current, though the converters, etc., 
which the committee had bought outright 
for $5,700 were serviceable. Mr. Wilkinson 
was quoted as characterizing these demands 
as unpatriotic and exorbitant, and that a 
creditable illumination would cost $60,000. Mr. 
Wilkinson and Mr. Kennard, the President of 
the association, admitted the concluding 
statement, but denied that Mr. Wilkinson | 
criticised the Missouri Electric Light Co., 
which was the company supplying the light, 
or that he said that the committee had on 
hand $5,700 worth ofconverters. Mr. Wilkin. 
son said that last year the committee paid 
the electric lighting com panies $5,700 for the 
of eir converters, and he 
betray uneasiness over the es- 
timates already made by the Missouri 
. — Mr. 8. B. Pike, Secretary of the 
Missouri Electric Light Co., said to-day in 
justification of the estimates of his concern 
that last year they gave a bid for about 4,000 
lights thirty days before the beginning

year, however, the Festivities Association 
wanted to bind them to an unconditional ful- 
fillment of the contract months in advance 
ofthe illumination season.

RUSSIAN IAEA TT. 


Text of the Objectionabe Portions Pub- 
lished Semi-Cflicially. 


THE PURPOSE IS TO Herr EXPRESSION 
OF PUBLIC ‘PINION. 


Modifications Made Snce Secretary Bay- 
ard Negotiated Wth Baron ds Struve 
in 1887—Political )ffenses, Murder and 
Forgery—Stepniat’s Appeal to America 
to Frevent Exclange of Ratifications. 


WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— The text, or 
alleged text, of he extradition treaty, 
which was signed ty Secretary Bayard and 
Mr. De Struve, tle Russian Minister, in 
Washington in 1887,but which failed of rati. 
fication py the Sende principally because of 
the strong oppodtion raised to art. 8. 
defining political cfenses, is published here 
this morning, aparently with a view of 
eliciting expresstois of public opinion, The 
same allexed textwas published in some of 
the New York papas six years, and it is be- 
lieved to be accumte, Art, 3 is the article 
which Republican Senators, it is said, now 
desire to be made jublic in parallel columns 
with the corresponding articles of the 
amended treaty which the Senate ratified at 
its last session. me article in question, as 
submitted in 1887, vas as follows: 

Art. 3. If it be msde to appear that extraal- 
tion is sought with sview totry to punish the per- 
son demanded for an offense ofa political charac- 
ter, surrender shall not take place, nor shall any 
person surrendered be tried or pumished for any 
political offense conmitted previously to his ex- 
tradition, nor for my offense other than that fer 
which the extradithn was granted; nor shall the 
surrender of any preon be demanded for an of- 
tense committed pror to the dete at which this 
convention shali takeeffect. The murder or man- 
slaughter comprising the willful or negligent II- 
ing of the sovereig: or chief magistrate of the 
State or of any member of his family, as well as an 
attempt to commit orparticipate in the said crimes, 
shall not be considsred an offense of a political 
character. 

It is pointed out that the modifications of 
art. 3, as adopted in this treaty which now 
awaits the e xchange of ratifications, 
strengthen its dedarations as to political of- 
fences against thesovereign or chief magis 
trate, but make no concessions in favor of 
Russia, which are not reciprocated in favor 
of the United States, The actual text of this 

art of the treatyas it now stands is as fol- 
ows" 

An attempt upop the life of the head of either 
Goverhment, or agains’ thatof any member of his 
family, when such t comprises the act of 
eitner murder or 2 or of poisoning, shall 
not be consider -d «4 political offense or an act cen- 
nec th such offense. 

Art. 2 of thetreaty of 1887 contains this 
definition of the crime of forgery: 

The crime of forgery. by wane ie understood the 
utterance of — Wa pers, and also the counter- 
feiting of public — — or goverumental acts. 

It is understood this definition is retained 
in the I treaty, ratified by the Sen- 
ate. Cppoeents of the treaty contend that 
88 t definition persons would be extra- 

table for using falsé passports or ee 
oud in assumed name, which is said to De 
a very common practice on the part of per- 
sous who believe their true names would 
excite suspicion of the Russian authorities.

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OPPORTUNE TRUTH-TELLING, 


The stir which Gov. Stone’s New York 
speech caused is not confined to the circle of 
hearers around the banquet board to 
whom it was addressed. The Governor 
rose to his opportunity in that address 
and his words will echo through the 
length and breadth of the land. 

The force of the speech does not lie in 
any brilliancy of invention or suggestion 
with reference to the solution of pressing 
problems, but in the frankness and bold- 
ness with which he impressed plain truths 
and wholesome warnings upon men to 
whom they are evil prophesies. It was 
the combination of truth-telling, with the 
occasion, place and conditions; which 
made it, in the language of thedarky camp- 
meeting, a mighty wakenin' talk.“ 
The Governor gave utterance to the dom- 
inant development in American politics 
when he protested in behalf of the toilers 
against the oppressive exactions of the 
absorbers. When he told the men who re- 
gard themselves as the arbiters of the na- 
tion’s commercial and political destiny 
that the scepter had passed from 
their hands and that they must 
treat with the new power or 
be broken he joined to fair warning an 
audacious expression of the new sense of 
power which the producing sections of the 
country are beginning to feel. He did 
nothing more than to expound the lesson 
of the last election. 

Itis a new and unpleasant experience 
for the kings of Wall street to have the 
handwriting on the wall interpreted for 
them by a Daniel from the wild and woolly 
West, and to be told from this 
source that they must rid themselves of 
provincialism and the prejudices of en- 
vironment to find salvation. They would 
do well, however, to heed the warning, no 
matter how distasteful it may be, before 
the sectional issue has gone too far for fair 
compromise. It would be far better for 
them to lend a willing ear to the plea of 
the producers of the West and South than 
to be forced to hear their commands at 
Washington. 


CIVIL WAR IN RUSSIA. 


Stepniak’s appeal to the American people 
in behalf of the Russian patriots is couched 
in atrong language, but not stronger than 
the occasion warrants. It is a plea for the 
ordinary rights of humanity against the 
most barbarous tyranny on earth. 

He points out that murder in Russia can- 
not be rightly judged if motives and aims 
and the methods of prosecution in Russia 
are not taken into account. ‘‘If we are 
going to overlook motives and aims,’’ 
says he, the young men who gave the 
signal for the American rebellion by 
capturing in Boston Harbor and throwing 
into the sea the famous boxes of tea ought 
to be called thieves and burglars, while 
the American schoolboys are taught to call 
them heroes.’’ 

It is this neglect of the causes and con- 
ditions which give rise to the desperation 
of Russian rebels aguinst the Czar that 
prompts so many Americans to look with 
satisfaction upon the ratification of the 
Russian treaty. The fact is that civil 


war prevails in that country. The Gov- | 


ernment has violated every right pos- 
sessed by man in virtue of his manhood. 
The agents of the Czar by his orders or at 
least with his approbation have robbed, 
murdered and imprisoned peaceable per- 
sons for no apparent purpose except to 
gratify a brutal instinct of cruelty, This 
course has provoked retaliation—in other 
words civil war carried on by guerilla 
methods.

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J OUR BI-MONTHLY BLUSH. 


The report of the Grand-jury, discharged 
yesterday, treats citizens to their regular 
bi-monthly blush over the condition of the 
public institutions of the city, which has 
gone into tradition as the solemn and un- 
changeable duty of every Grand-jury. 

The people of St. Louis would doubtless 
be surprised into paralysis if they were 
permitted to read a Grand-jury report 
which failed to notea host of improper 
conditions in the hospitals, asylums and 
houses of corfection. The news that the 
public institutions are decently provided 
for, that the hospitals and asylums are not 
crowded to nearly twice their capacity and 
that a chronic state of bad repair and san- 
itation does not prevail at most of our pub- 
lic institutions would have to be broken 
gently to the people to prevent a dangerous 
access Of joy. The probability of such an 
event, however, is so slight it is not worth 
considering. 

To obtain the ful! tribute of shame 
which honest citizens owe their self- 
respect in contemplating the vices of 
municipal misgovernment, it is only 
necessary to refer to other parts of Grand- 
jury reports showing the petty thieving 
and looting through official abuses, to es- 
timates of expenses in all departments 
showing increases of salaries, to the rec- 
ords showing loss of revenwe through law 
violations, and the private sale of fran- 
chises worth millions of dollars for the 
enrichment of boodlers and franchise 
grabbers. 

We do not refer to these unpleasant sub- 
jecta inthe belief that it will interfere 
with thesolemn function of our grand- 
juries, but merely to afford citizens the 
full extent of the privilege of blushing for 
the municipal mismanagement and cor- 
ruption under which they are willing to 
exist.

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A STATE KEEPING BAR. 


The eyes ofthe nation are just now on 
Soutb Carolina. 

The Palmetto State is engaged in a well- 
intentioned movement to nullify the evils 
of alcoholism. In accordance with a new 
law the State has taken charge of the en- 
tire liquor business within its limits. It 
will buy and sell every drop of whisky, 
beer, etc., and every barkeeper will be 
appointed By the State Commission. 

The chief object of this scheme appears 
to be to give the South Carolinians pure 
drinks and healthy livers; to drive out, in 
fact, the snakes that have hitherto har- 
bored in Carolinian boots and wriggled 
over the wallpaper of the Carolinian sick- 
room. 

Gov. Tillman is now in Kentucky pur- 
chasing supplies, and is using all his ex- 
perience and judgment, along with that of 
the State Liquor Commissioner, in choos- 
ing absolutely pure brands for his people. 
There is a report that he expects to get the 
State beer supply from Milwaukee and 
Cincinnati. We warn him now against 
those designing towns. Gov. Tillman 
may know best about the Kentucky staple, 
but he cannot be too cautious as to the 
quality of beer which he is expected to 
provide for his fellow-Carolinians. The 
success of the South Carolina exper- 
iment depends very much upon the kind 
of beer that enters into it. 
the Governor has visited St. Louis he 
cannot possibly know the perfection to 
which the brewing art has been carried, 
and his people will be greatly disap- 
pointed should the St. Louis article be ex- 
cluded from competition with the inferior 
stuff exported from other cities. In fact, 
it is more important that South Carolina’s 
beer should be perfect than that her 
whisky should be without blemish. Beer 
is the beverage of the people, and must in 
time do away with its costlier rivals. 

It is hardly to be expected that this 
South Carolina scheme will be successful. 
Indiana made a similar experiment forty 
years ago which failed. The sale of to- 
bacco isa Governmeat monopoly in some 
foreign countries. But the saloon busi- 
ness, run asa State monopoly with regu- 
larly commissioned State officers to mix 
the drinks, will probably soon become of- 
fensive alike to the Prohibitionists and the 
guzzlers. 
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THE report of the Grand- jury relative 
to abuses in the management of the City 
Hospital embody charges so serious that 
immediate attention to them is demanded. 
The report asserts that it is not unusual for 
assistant physicians to be drunk while on 
duty, and in some instances serious cases 
have been intrusted to assistants so much 
under the influence of intoxicants as to be 
unable to use their faculties. This con- 
dition of hospital mismanagement cannot 
be regarded as less than a criminal out- 
rage on common humanity. If drunken 
physicians are permitted to endanger the 
lives of the city’s dependent sick for a mo- 
ment longer than is necessary to get rid of 
them after the fact is known, the city par- 
ticipates in the murderous abuse of office 
it involves.

Are the people 
who wear woolens alarmed at the prospect 
of a reduction in the taxes upon them? 

Or is it the manufacturers? If so, why | 
should they be alarmed? They will get their 
raw material free, as they did under the 
tariff of 1816-19, when the uuty on manu- 
factured goods was 20 to 2% percent. If that 
was sufficient to protect this Infant mana- 
facture’’ seventy-five years ago, why is it 
not adequate now? 

The duty on manufactures of wool was 
only 25 to 30 per cent in 1861, under the ortgi- 
nal war tariff, and but 30 to-5 percent in 
1862-68. Why should the people pay two or 
three times as much now? 


All Wool“ Underwear. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

A suit now in progress in New York between 
two rival dealers in underwear affords some 
evidence of the enormous adulterations of 
woolen clothing sold in this country. It was 
shown that underwear sold as all wool,’’ at 
all wool prices, contained not less than 60 per 
cent of cotton. By the application of caustic 
soda, the effect of which is to destroy all ani- 
mal fiber, the real character of thjs under- 
wear was exposed. A reporter, in describing 
the all wool’’ undershirts on exhibition in 
the court, says ‘‘they displayed various de- 
grees of attenuation, fromthe thinness of 
mosquito netting to a condition showing 
them to have been made almost entirely of 
cotton. For the protection of such villain- 
ous frauds as this the law compels American 
consumers to pay a tax of 85 per cent upon 
their imports of woolen underwear.

SUPREME COURT LAW. 


Decisions Reached by the High Tribunal 
at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aprii.11.—In the United 
States Supreme Court yesterday a number of 
cases were disposed of. 


In 1885 a salesman for Perry Bros., Chicago, 
checked his trunk, containing jewelry sam- 
ples, from Springfield for etersburg, III., 
over the Wabash roadas personal baggage. 
The train was derailed and the car and con- 
tents burned.
